INTERNATIONAL PARTICIPATION IN COURTS-MARTIAL 

Certain of the French Courts have, during the war, invited Belgian 
advocates to appear before them. Recently, however, a Frenchman was 
permitted to appear in a court-martial in France upon a case con- 
ducted by American authorities. The matter related to several counts 
against a neutral civilian employee who was with the American Army. 
The French advocate appeared for the neutral alien. 

The French advocate reports that he was received with every 
courtesy and was given every opportunity to defend his client before 
the court which particularly impressed him by its effort to reach a 
just decision regardless of all technicalities. In a French paper men- 
tioning this case, significant mention is made of the desirability of 
more extended interchange of legal representatives before the French 
and American tribunals. The article closes : 

"May the future — the immediate future — see this wish realized and as in 
all the great confederation of the allies may there be only one justice, one law 
and one united defense and sanction."
